forces in Washington, is op­ 
posed for a fifth term by Rep. 
Prentice W alker, 
the sta te 's 
firs t GOP congressm an since 
R econstruction days. 
W alker has cam paigned from 
the Gulf Coast to the Tennessee 
border with this billboard m es­ 
sage; 
"D efeat LBJ the W alker 
W ay." 
P resident 
Johnson’s 
civil 
rights stance and his G reat So­ 
ciety 
dom estic program are 
hotly controversial in M issis­ 
sippi. 
W alker concentrates on 
trying to show that E astland is 
not sufficienty anti-L B J. 
"E astland is clo ser to Lyndon 
Johnson than any man in Wash­ 
ington,’’ W alker says In speech 
after speech. 
Eastland cites his seniority 
and 
com m ittee 
assignm ents, 
saying that the Judiciary Com­ 
m ittee which he heads blocked 
127 civil rights b ills. 
The senator also s tre s se s that 
a move by M ississippi away 
from its traditional one-party 
political system could w reck the 
sta te’s conservative forces by 
dividing them . 
Most o b serv ers rate Eastland 
as ahead in the rac e. 
However, in the 1964 presiden­ 
tial race, M ississippi went Re­ 
publican for the first tim e in its 
history, sweeping W alker into 
office and giving GOP p re sid e s 
tia l candidate B arry Goldwater 
87 per cent of its vote. 
Both 
E astland 
and 
W alker 
attack the P re sid en t's Viet Nam 
policy as weak. Both attack do­ 
m estic 
p ro g ram s. 
Both vow 
fierce resistan ce to the adm ini­ 
stration. 
So it would seem to boil down 
to which men can m ost effec­ 
tively charm the voters and 
which has the m ost potent o r­ 
ganization.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A re ­ 
m ark by President Johnson un­ 
earthed today a quietly c ir­ 
culated political document de­ 
signed to 
refute 
Republican 
charges that D em ocrats a re to 
blam e for inflation. 
"P ric e s have increased le ss in 
the six years of the Kennedy- 
Johnson 
adm inistration 
than 
they did the previous six years 
in the Eisenhower adm inistra­ 
tion,'* Johnson said at his news 
conference F riday. 
He didn't go into details, ad­ 
ding only that wages have risen 
much m ore under the Demo­ 
c ra ts than the Republicans. 
But Johnson's b rief com m ents 
w ere only the tip of the iceberg 
from an adm inistration position 
paper bulging with economic 
com parisons between the Eisen­ 
hower 
and 
Kennedy-Johnson 
e ra s. 
The paper has a highly politi­ 
cal tone and was drafted weeks 
ago as rising p rice s, interest 
ra te s 
and other inflationary 
trends resulted in criticism of 
the Johnson adm inistration. 
As 
originally 
drafted, the 
paper 
said: 
"T he economic 
boom A m erica has enjoyed dur­ 
ing the first 68 months of the 
current D em ocratic 
adm inis­ 
tration is in sharp contrast with 
the economig lag of the final 
68 
months of the previous 
Republican adm inistration." 
Johnson, updating the figures, 
used a six-year period in his 
com parison although the tim e 
covered 
is 
actually 
three 
months short at 69 months. 
The paper says living costs 
m easured in the governm ent's 
consum er p rice index went up 
11.5 per cent under Eisenhower 


and 9.9 per cent under Kennedy- 
Johnson. 
In addition to Johnson's ref­ 
eren ce, the com parisons have 
been used by other adm inistra­ 
tion 
officials 
in 
recent 
speeches. 
A L abor D epartm ent spokes­ 
man said the figures w ere accu­ 
rate . 
The economic position paper 
as originally drafted said: "A 
good way to check how the cost 
of living is moving in A m erica 
is to figure how long you've got 
to work to pay for som ething." 
For the typical factory work­ 
e r, it said, "in 1966 it takes four 
hours le ss of his working tim e 
per week to pay for the things 
he needs and uses than it did in 
1960." 
Citing an exam ple, the paper 
says it now takes a w orker 26.5 
weeks to earn enough money to 
ouy a new c a r, com pared with 
28.5 weeks in 1960. 
Over-all, the real spendable 
earnings of a w orker with three 
dependents after taking account 
of price in creases has gone up 
$11.02 per week, or 14.7 per 
cent, under Kennedy-Johnson, 
com pared with $2.07, or 2.8 per 
cent, under Eisenhower, the 
paper says.

document 
in 
which 
w orkers have lost ground is in 
paying m edical bills: 
"In 1966 the sam e factory 
w orker must work 10 hours, 50 
minutes to pay for a day's stay 
in a sem iprivate hospital room . 
In I960, he had to work 9 hours, 
Y m inutes for the sam e room . 
But that exam ple reportedly 
has been dropped in updating 
the figures.

The Texas White House said 
Johnson wanted to meet with 
McNamara to review the Ma­ 
nila conference, to talk about 
diplom atic efforts to arrange a 
Viet Nam peace and to consider 
the most recent rep o rts from 
Gen. W illiam C .W estm oreland, 
U. S. com m ander in the w ar- 
torn country. 
W estm oreland's requests for 
additional troops, and the w ar's 
im pact 
on 
defense outlays, 
seem ed certain to dominate the 
conversation, how ever. 
Johnson has said repeatedly, 
most recently at his news con­ 
ference 
F riday, 
that 
McNa­ 
m a ra 's efforts to hold down m il­ 
itary spending, despite the w ar, 
will play a big part in the tax 
decision. 
Another elem ent is the level 
of appropriations passed by the 
now-adjourned C ongress,a mat­ 
te r which Johnson said is being 
studied. The state of the econo­ 
my is a third factor, and that 
seem s to be heading in a direc­ 
tion that m akes a tax hike less 
likely. 
W estm oreland told the Manila 
conferees that m ore U .S .troops 
will be needed In Viet Nam. As 
is his custom , Johnson said such 
requests will be considered as 
they reach his d e sk - and that 
the nation will apply such force 
a s is deemed n ecessary to stand 
by the forces already on the 
scene. 


The President will be at his 
ranch, som e 80 m iles north of 
here, for at least several weeks. 
His doctors have urged him to 
re st before surgery to rem ove a 
polyp growth from one vocal 
chord and to rep a ir a hernia 
that has popped through the in­ 
cision made during his gall 
bladder-kidney 
stone 
opera­ 
tion a year ago. 
D octors a re expected to oper 
ate before Thanksgiving. 


FLORENCE, Italy (AP) — 
The w aters of the w orst floods 
in Florence and Venice since 
the Middle Ages receded today, 
leaving the two museum cities 
blackened with mud and without 
vital public serv ices. 
Thousands of rescue w orkers 
struggled through slim e dotted 
with debris and stained with 
fuel oil. S treets becam e bogs 
and buildings w ere coated with 
mud below the second-floor lev­ 
el. 
"T he w ar, the entire last w ar, 
did not cause as much damage 
as the w aters of the Arno River 
did yesterday,” said Florence 
Mayo P iero B argellini. 
As the Arno River settled 
back into its bed at Florence 
and A driatic Sea w aters flowed 
out of Venice, other Italian 
cities 
rem ained inundated or 
becam e flooded. 
L andslides, violent winds and 
floods — part of a huge storm 
that battered all W estern Eu­ 
rope — took m ore than 40 lives 
in Italy alone. 
The UJ5. Em bassy in Rome 
said it had no inform ation about 
A m ericans in the flooded are as 
but added that there was no in­ 
dication so far that any foreign­ 
e rs w ere among the victim s. 
In 
southern A ustria, floods 
killed at least 11 persons. Doz­ 
ens w ere m issing and feared 
dead in the European storm and 
hundreds were injured. D struc- 
tion was incalculable. 
As the floods began ebbing at 
dawn, authorites in Florence, 
the R enaissance a rt center of 
450,000, and Venice began ad­ 
ding up what they feared was 
im m ense and irre p arab le dam ­ 
age to p riceless cultural re lic s. 
Some 50,000 
relief w orkers 
aided by dry w eather after a l­ 
most two days of rain, joined 
local volunteers to aid m ore 
than 100,000 Italians left home­ 
le s s . 
The 
storm 
struck 
especially hard 
at north and 
central Italy. 
Edoardo C esareo, a Florence 
bank clerk, said the city was 
standing in so much w ater that 
" a s I looked down at Florence 


from a hillside, I thought I was 
seeing the G rand Canal of Ven­ 
ic e ." 
G rosseto, a coastal city of 47,- 
000 south of F lorence, was cov­ 
ered by up to nine feet of w ater. 
Its only link outside was an a ir ­ 
port, to which bread was being 
flown from other citie s. 
Trento in the north was hit by 
fresh floods overnight. They 
caused chem ical explosions in 
vacant industrial plants, inter­ 
rupted electrical power and cut 
the drinking w ater supply. 
Firem en rescued 150children 
isolated at a n ursery school by 
the Tagliam ento R iver in north­ 
ern Italy. The riv e r forced evac­ 
uation of 10 com m unities. 
Roads and rail links w ere im ­ 
passable 
all ac ro ss Italy, al­ 
most cutting the north from the 
south. T rains 
irom Milan to 
Rome followed a route 
of 
m ore than 800 
m iles, double 
the norm al distance, weaving 
back and forth a c ro ss the coun­ 
try to avoid flooded a re a s. 
Florence went into the second 
day without 
drinking 
w ater, 
electricity 
or 
telephone s e r­ 
vice. The flood there was said 
to be the w orst since 1270. 
Army units reached Florence 
at daybreak after they 
w ere 
halted overnight by w ater sev­ 
eral m iles outside the city. A 
special train was to try to reach 
the city today from Pistoia, 18 
m iles to the northw est. Flood 
was in short supply in Florence 
and bakers in suburban a re a s 
above the w ater 
level worked 
tire lessly 
to produce bread. 


Two • th ird s of F lo ren ce's 
are a was under 6 to 10 feet of 
w ater from the Arno R iver. 
Many fam ilies forced out 
of 
first • floor flats w ere unable 
to get to shelter 
in public 
buildings and spent a chilly 
night on th eir roofs. 


E lectricity 
and 
telephone 
service w ere cut in the canal 
city of Venice by the w orst 
flood there in 966 y ea rs. W ater 
was three feet deep in 
St. 
M ark's C athedral, staining its 
richly decorated in terio r w alls.

He slumped to the floor before 
an audience of som e 3,000 F ri­ 
day night just as he was s ta rt­ 
ing a speech at a D em ocratic 
rally 
in 
Pittsburgh’s Syria 
Mosque. 
The lectern toppled acro ss his 
chest. A ssociates rushed to his 


side as the audience fell into a 
stunned silence. 
Perhaps the greatest achieve­ 
ment of L aw rence's longpoliti - 
cal ca re e r was his considerable 
ro le In delivering Pennsylvania 
to the late President John F. 
Kennedy in 1960. 
D octors 
said 
Law rence’s 
h ea rt 
stopped 
twice Friday 
night 
and 
that both tim es he 
w as clinically dead. 
When he collapsed, a doctor 
stepped up from the audience 
and 
m assaged 
L aw rence's 
heqrt. A nurse gave m outh-to- 
mouth 
resuscitation. 
The 
second h eart stoppage occurred 
at the hospital.

(AP) — The U.N. General As­ 
sembly 
passed 
the halfway 
mark today of a session notable 
for its ra re atm osphere of East- 
West harm ony. 
The Soviet Union, apparently 
anxious to avoid any hitch that 
might hold up the signing of 
treaties on halting the spread of 
nuclear weapons and the peace­ 
ful use of outer space, has been 
restrained in its approach to all 
issues. 
Even the annual debate on 
disarm am ent, 
usually 
the 
springboard for a Soviet tirade 
against the United States, gen­ 
erated little heat. In his opening 
speech on the arm s question, 
Soviet A m bassador Nikolai T . 
Fedorenko devoted only a p ara­ 
graph to Viet Nam and this ap­ 
peared to be a token gesture. 
At one point in the debate, 
William C . F o ster, UJ>. chief 
arm s negotiator, tooka swipe at 
the Soviet bloc for accusing 
West Germ any of seeking to 
acquire a nuclear arsen al. 
Delegates braced them selves 
for a Red counterblast but when 
Fedorenko took the floor he 
m erely urged quick conclusion 
of a nonproliferation treaty . 
In the Security Council, w here 
the Soviets have long used their 
veto power as a cold war weap­ 
on, Fedorenko cast the 104th 
Soviet veto Friday but he used 
it to kill a resolution dealing 
with the S yrian-Israeli dispute, 
thus reflecting the Soviet Un­ 
ion's Middle E ast policy rath er 
than any jibe against the W est. 
The resolution, a mildly word­ 
ed com prom ise, invited Syria to 
strengthen its m easures to p re ­ 
vent border incidents. The vote 
was 10-4 with the S oviet's nega­ 
tive 
vote 
as 
a perm anent 
council m em ber constituting a 
big power veto. 
O therw ise, there have been 
only two exceptions to the new 
Com munist im age of sw eetness 
and light. 
Cuba has continued to de­ 
nounce the United States as an 
aggressor bent on robbing the 
W estern H em isphere nations of 
th eir freedom , but it has done so 
without the usual support from 
the Soviet bloc. Albania, as ex­ 
pected, has continued its attack 
on the West with frequent pot­ 
shots at Moscow — standard 
procedure since the Albanians 
bolted the Soviet cam p and al­ 
lied them selves with Peking. 
D elegates speculate that som e 
of the old cold w ar sp irit might 
em erge when the annual ques­ 
tion of seating Com m unist Chi­ 
na com es up la te r this year.

G erald R. Ford of Michigan 
said Johnson’s rem ark s w ere

tions about our foreign policy. 
The A m erican people should

rights stance and his Great So­

domestic program are 
hotly controversial in M issis­ 
sippi. 
Walker concentrates on 
trying to show that Eastland is 
not sufficienty anti-LBJ. 
"Eastland is closer to Lyndon 
Johnson than any man in Wash­ 
ington," Walker says in speech 
after speech. 
Eastland cites his seniority 
and 
committee 
assignments, 
saying that the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee which he heads blocked 
127 civil rights bills. 
The senator also stresses that 
a move by M ississippi away 
from its traditional one-party 
political system could wreck the 
state's conservative forces by 
dividing them. 
Most observers rate Eastland 
as ahead in the race. 
However, in the 1964 presiden­ 
tial race, M ississippi went Re­ 
publican for the first time in its 
history, sweeping Walker into 
office and giving GOP presiden­ 
tial candidate B arry Coldwater 
87 per cent of its vote. 
Both Eastland 
and 
Walker 
attack the President's Viet Nam 
policy as weak. Both attack do­ 
mestic 
program s. 
Both vow 
fierce resistance to the admini­ 
stration. 
So it would seem to boil down 
to which men can most effec­ 
tively charm the voters and 
which has the most potent or­ 
ganization.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A re­ 
mark by President Johnson un­ 
earthed today a quietly c ir­ 
culated political document de­ 
signed to 
refute 
Republican 
charges that Democrats are to 
blame for inflation. 
“ Prices have increased less in 
the six years of the Kennedy- 
Johnson 
administration 
than 
they did the previous six years 
in the Eisenhower adm inistra­ 
tion,” Johnson said at his news 
conference Friday. 
He didn’t go into details, ad­ 
ding only that wages have risen 
much more under the Demo- 
crats than the Republicans. 
But Johnson’s brief comments 
were only the tip of the iceberg 
from an adm inistration position 
paper bulging with economic 
comparisons between the Eisen­ 
hower 
and 
Kennedy-Johnson 
eras. 
The paper has a highly politi­ 
cal tone and was drafted weeks 
ago as rising prices, interest 
rates 
and other inflationary 
trends resulted in criticism of 
the Johnson adm inistration. 
As 
originally 
drafted, the 
paper 
said: 
“ The economic 
boom America has enjoyed dur­ 
ing the first 68 months of the 
current Democratic 
adminis­ 
tration is in sharp contrast with 
the economig lag of the final 
68 
months of the previous 
Republican adm inistration.’* 
Johnson, updating the figures, 
used a six-year period in his 
comparison although the time 
covered 
is 
actually 
three 
months short at 69 months. 
The paper says living costs 
measured in the government’s 
consumer price index went up 
11.5 per cent under Eisenhower 


and 9.9 per cent under Kennedy- 
Johnson. 
In addition to Johnson’s ref­ 
erence, the comparisons have 
been used by other adm inistra­ 
tion 
officials 
in 
recent 
speeches. 
A Labor Department spokes­ 
man said the figures were accu­ 
rate. 
The economic position paper 
as originally drafted said: “ A 
good way to check how the cost 
of living is moving in America 
is to figure how long you’ve got 
to work to pay for something." 
For the typical factory work­ 
er, it said, “in 1966 it takes four 
hours less of his working time 
per week to pay for the things 
he needs and uses than it did in 
I960." 
Citing an example, the paper 
says it now takes a worker 26.5 
weeks to earn enough money to 
buy a new car, compared with 
28.5 weeks in 1960. 
Over-all, the real spendable 
earnings of a worker with three 
dependents after taking account 
of price increases has gone up 
$11.02 per week, or 14.7 per 
cent, under Kennedy-Johnson, 
compared with $2.07, o r2 .8 per 
cent, under Eisenhower, the 
paper says. 
The only area listed in the 
original 
document 
in 
which 
workers have lost ground is in 
paying medical bills: 
“ In 1966 the same factory 
worker must work IO hours, 50 
minutes to pay for a day’s stay 
in a semiprivate hospital room. 
In'1960, he had to work 9 hours, 
V minutes for the same room. 
But that example reportedly 
has been dropped In updating 
the figures.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Traf­ 
fic hath no more furious foe 
than a mad cabble. Neither, it 
may turn out, does the govern­ 
ment. 
Washington taxi drivers, who 
boast the cheapest big city rides 
in the country, are in a flap 
over 
government • sponsored 
tourist shuttles called mini- 
tram s — which run cheaper. 
The result is some James 
Bond spying, threats of a taxi 
strike by some of the capital’s 
9,000 
cab drivers 
and m is­ 
understanding of what consti­ 
tutes a tourist. 
“ A to u rist," says Hampton 
Ashley, a taxi spokesman, “ is 
not a State Department guy 
going to lunch.” 
Back in October, it all seemed 
simple enough. The Interior De­ 
partment planned an experi­ 
mental five-week shuttle serv­ 


ice, using trains from the New 
York World's 
F air, to see if 
visitors would pay IO cents to 
view city landmarks. 
If suc­ 
cessful, it might lie permanent. 


The m initrains are actually 
open air carts with colorful 
striped canvas 
tops, 
like 
fringed surreys. 
They 
have 
rubber wheels and are called 
trains because carts can be 
linked together. 
Temporary 
federal employes operate them, 
and Park Service employes give 
lectures along the way. 


Taxi drivers howled. “ Unfcilr 
competition," 
said Ashley, 
manager of a firm with 700

FLORENCE, Italy (AP) — 
The waters of the worst floods 
in Florence and Venice since 
the Middle Ages receded today, 
leaving the two museum cities 
blackened with mud and without 
vital public services. 
Thousands of rescue workers 
struggled through slime dotted 
with debris and stained with 
fuel oil. Streets became bogs 
and buildings were coated with 
mud below the second-floor lev­ 
el. 
“ The war, the entire last war, 
did not cause as much damage 
as the waters of the Amo River 
did yesterday,” said Florence 
Mayo Piero Bargellini. 
As the Amo River settled 
back into Its bed at Florence 
and Adriatic Sea waters flowed 
out of Venice, other Italian 
cities remained inundated or 
became flooded. 
Landslides, violent winds and 
floods — part of a huge storm 
that battered all Western Eu­ 
rope — took more than 401ives 
In Italy alone. 
The U.S. Embassy in Rome 
said it had no information about 
Americans in the flooded areas 
but added that there was no in­ 
dication so far that any foreign­ 
ers were among the victims. 
In southern Austria, floods 
killed at least l l persons. Doz­ 
ens were missing and feared 
dead in the E uropean storm and 
hundreds were Injured. Dstruc- 
tion was incalculable. 
As the floods began ebbing at 
dawn, authorites in Florence, 
the Renaissance a rt center of 
450,000, and Venice began ad­ 
ding up what they feared was 
immense and irreparable dam­ 
age to priceless cultural relics. 
Some 50,000 
relief workers 
aided by dry weather after al­ 
most two days of rain, joined 
local volunteers to aid more 
than 100,000 Italians left home­ 
less. 
The 
storm 
struck 
especially hard 
at north and 
central Italy. 
Edoardo C esareo, a Florence 
bank clerk, said the city was 
standing in so much water that 
“ as I looked down at Florence 


from a hillside, I thought I was 
seeing the Grand Canal of Ven­ 
ice." 
Grosseto, a coastal city of 47,- 
000 south of Florence, was cov­ 
ered by up to nine feet of water. 
Its only link outside was an a ir­ 
port, to which bread was being 
flown from other cities. 
Trento in the north was hit by 
fresh floods overnight. They 
caused chemical explosions in 
vacant industrial plants, inter­ 
rupted electrical power and cut 
the drinking water supply. 
Firemen rescued 150 children 
isolated at a nursery school by 
the TtLgliamento River in north­ 
ern Italy. The river forced evac­ 
uation of IO communities. 
Roads and rail links were im­ 
passable 
all across Italy, al­ 
most cutting the north from the 
south. Trains 
from Milan to 
Rome followed a route 
of 
more than 800 
miles, double 
the normal distance, weaving 
back and forth across the coun­ 
try to avoid flooded areas. 
Florence went into the second 
day without 
drinking 
water, 
electricity 
or 
telephone se r­ 
vice. The flood there was said 
to be the worst since 1270. 
Army units reached Florence 
at daybreak after they 
were 
halted overnight by water sev­ 
eral miles outside the city. A 
special train was to try to reach 
the city today from Pistoia, 18 
miles to the northwest. Flood 
was in short supply in Florence 
and bakers in suburban areas 
above the water 
level worked 
tirelessly 
to produce bread. 


Two • thirds of Florence’s 
area was under 6 to IO feet of 
water from the Amo River. 
Many fam ilies forced out 
of 
first - floor flats were unable 
to get to shelter 
in public 
buildings and spent a chilly 
night on their roofs. 


E lectricity 
and 
telephone 
service were cut in the canal 
city of Venice by the worst 
flood there in 966 years. Water 
was three feet deep in 
St. 
Mark’s Cathedral, staining its 
richly decorated Interior walls.

The Soviet Union, apparently 
anxious to avoid any hitch that 
might hold up the signing of 
treaties on halting the spread of 
nuclear weapons and the peace­ 
ful use of outer space, hasbeen 
restrained in its approach to all 
issues. 
Even the annual debate on 
disarmament, 
usually 
the 
springboard for a Soviet tirade 
against the United States, gen­ 
erated little heat. In his opening 
speech on the arm s question, 
Soviet Ambassador Nikolai T . 
Fedorenko devoted only a para­ 
graph to Viet Nam and this ap­ 
peared to be a token gesture. 
At one point in the debate, 
William C. Foster, UJS. chief 
arm s negotiator, took a swipe at 
the Soviet bloc for accusing 
West Germany of seeking to 
acquire a nuclear arsenal. 
Delegates braced themselves 
for a Red counterblast but when 
Fedorenko took the floor he 
merely urged quick conclusion 
of a nonproliferation treaty. 
In the Security Council, where 
the Soviets have long used their 
veto power as a cold war weap­ 
on, Fedorenko cast the 104th 
Soviet veto Friday but he used 
it to kill a resolution dealing 
with the Syrlan-Israell dispute, 
thus reflecting the Soviet Un­ 
ion’s Middle East policy rather 
than any jibe against the West. 
The resolution, a mildly word­ 
ed compromise, invited Syria to 
strengthen its m easures to pre­ 
vent border incidents. The vote 
was 10-4 with the Soviet’s nega­ 
tive 
vote 
as 
a permanent 
council member constituting a 
big power veto. 
Otherwise, there have been 
only two exceptions to the new 
Communist image of sweetness 
and light. 
Cuba lias continued to de­ 
nounce the United States as an 
aggressor bent on robbing the 
Western Hemisphere nations of 
their freedom, but it has done so 
without the usual support from 
the Soviet bloc. Albania, as ex­ 
pected, lias continued its attack 
on the West with frequent pot­ 
shots at Moscow — standard 
procedure since the Albanians 
bolted the Soviet camp and al­ 
lied them selves with Peking. 
Delegates speculate that some 
of the old cold war spirit might 
emerge when the annual ques­ 
tion of seating Communist Chi­ 
na comes up later this year.

Gerald R, Ford of Michigan 
said Johnson's rem arks were

tions about our foreign policy. 
The American people should 


have forthright answ ers to all 
these questions from the White 
House."

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
POLITICS AND THE POLICE 
Voters in New York City on Tuesday (Nov. 8) 
decide the fate of Mayor John V. Lindsay’s 
new Civilian Complaint Review Board. 
NEXT TUESDAY'S REFERENDUM on the Ci­ 
vilian Complaint Review Board in New York 
will be watched in other cities across the 
nation where the relationship between 
the 
police and civilians is an issue. Unfortunately, 
politics are overwhelming the facts. 
The idea of a civilian review board was con­ 
ceived in politics. 
Every American city pro­ 
vides some mechanism for hearing complaints 
against police officers, but in nearly all cities 
the primary agency for review is within the 
police department. 
New York had such a 
Civilian Complaint Review Board for the past 
decade. 
Civil rights leaders contend that police boards 
tend to be partial to policemen. 
In response 
to pressure from civil rights groups, Phila­ 
delphia created a Police Advisory Board, with 
civilian representation, eight years ago. Since 
that time, several other cities — Indianapolis, 
Los Angeles, Rochester, Trenton —have estab­ 
lished biracial citizens’ boards. 
Creation of a board representing civilians be­ 
came an issue in New York after the 1964 
riots in Harlem and Brooklyn. 
John V. Lind­ 
say pledged in his successful campaign for 
mayor last year that he would establish one. 
THE NEW BIRACIAL BOARD in New York, 
created rather gingerly by Lindsay last May 
2, has four civilian and three police members, 
as against the old three-police board. 
It 
drew the immediate criticism of the Patrol­ 
men’s Benevolent Association and 
con­ 
servative organizations. 
Both the PBA and the Conservative Party 
succeeded in getting anti-board questions on 
the November ballot. 
(An attempt by the Con­ 
servatives to withdraw theirs was defeated 
in court.) The questions are too long and com­ 
plicated to capsule here. 
Both are so worded 
that a supporter of the civilian (not the police) 
board must vote “No” and an opponent “ Yes.” 
New York newspapers have explained this con­ 
tradiction painfully and at length. 
THE BOARD was spawned by the cry, “police 
brutality,” and the campaign for and against 
the board since has waxed equally as emo­ 
tional. Both supporters and foes of the civilian 
board 
have 
hired high-powered advertising 
agencies. 
Both are spending huge sums 
of 
money — estimates run from $500,000 to $1- 
1/2 million. 
The Independent Citizens Committee Against 
Civilian Review Boards warns in its ads: “ If 
Mayor Lindsay’s Civilian Review Board deters 
one officer from the performance of his duty., 
it could mean your life.” Safety in the streets 
is the real issue in the campaign, says ICC- 
ACR. 
Federal 
Associations for Impartial Review 
(FAIR) counters by linking opponents of the 
civilian board with the John Birch Society, 
the National 
Renaissance Party, George Lin­ 
coln Rockwell and the American Nazi Party. 
FAIR of late has been concentrating on what 
it calls the “ sleeper clause” in the PBA pro­ 
posal which it alleges whould deny any sort of 
investigation of the police — even by the Mayor 
—except by the police themselves. 
In practice, of 113 complaints received so far 
by the new board, only three were referred to 
the Police Commissioner after what the N.Y. 
Times describes as diligent investigation. The 
Commissioner can ignore these recommenda­ 
tions or order 
departmental trials, which are 
conducted by policemen. 
Then he can approve 
or disapprove the results of the trials. Neither 
the current record nor the Commissioner’s 
options seem to justify so much emotion.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON - This column 
has just learned that 
a my­ 
sterious fire in the 1940’s de­ 
stroyed army papers that might 
have embarrassed Ronald Rea­ 
gan, then adjutant of an army 
motion picture unit, now 
Re­ 
publican candidate for governor 
of California. 
As adjutant, Reagan directed 
the day-to-day operations of 
the first motion picture 
unit 
which 
produced 
military 
training and propaganda films 
during World War n at the for­ 
mer Hal Roach Studios in Cul­ 
ver City, Calif. 
The unit came under the com­ 
mand of Maj. Gen. Lucas V. 
Beau, now retired, who sent 
an Inspection team to look it 
over. 
The team was headed 
by Col. G. M. Spurlock, also 
retired, who is now in 
the 
investment business in River­ 
side, Calif. 
Spurlock acknowledged to this 
column that he had found the 
unit “ in one hell of a mess” 
and had submitted a report to 
Gen. Beau. 
Records had been 
falsified; production costs were 
exorbitant; government film had 
been sold to the movie studios; 
bootleg meat was sold in an 
“ unauthorized commissary.” 
“ Reagan had nothing to do 
with 
the 
illegal activities,” 
said Spurlock, “ but he should 
have known what was 
going 
on.” 
Gen. Beau, contacted by this 
column, 
recalled 
receiving 
Spurlock’s report. 
“ Our Inspector General found 
some discrepancies,” he said. 
“ The Pentagon completed the 
investigation. 
Two 
officers 
were sent to Leavenworth.” 
Other officers with knowledge 
of the case, who asked to re ­ 
main anonymous, claimed the 
general had reprimanded Rea­ 
gan. 
They also said the movie 
actor lutd refused to testify, 
taking 
the 
fifth amendment, 
during the preliminar y hearing. 
“ I don't remember the repri­ 
mand,” said Beau, “ though it 
is possible.” 
Phillip Battaglia, state chair­ 


man of the Ronald Reagan for 
governor committee, has denied 
that his candidate was impli­ 
cated in the mess. 
“ The records prove,” 
said 
Battaglia, “ that Reagan testi­ 
fied fully as to all the know­ 
ledge he had of the matter which 
involved an appointee on 
the 
base.” 
However, 
Pentagon officers 
have made a careful search of 
the records, which curiously 
don’t contain a single reference 
to the incident. The historical 
records of the first motion 
picture 
unit show only 
that 
Ronald Reagan (Serial 
No. 1- 
357403) was called to 
active 
duty as a 2nd Lieutenant on 
April 19, 1942. 
He 
replaced 
Capt. Everett W. Cole as the 
unit's adjutant. 
The only reference to possible 
mismanagement was a 
single 
statement from the unit; “ We 
regret to advise that our costs 
have shown a sharp increase.” 
This column has 
learned, 
however, that some records 
were destroyed in an 
unex­ 
plained fire. 
“ The files were burned,” Gen. 
Beau acknowledged. 
“ A my­ 
sterious fire took place. 
It 
destroyed the file cases and 
all they contained. 
How 
it 
started, nobody knows.” 
One report placed the 
fire 
in the 
Headquarters office, 
which Reagan ran. 
But Beau 
thought the fire had occurred 
in the supply office. 
Whatever details the fire may 
have 
destroyed, 
officers 
acquainted with the case agree 
that the motion picture unit was 
an administrative mess.

A QUESTION OF CLIMATE 
It is often argued that our in­ 
come tax laws should be to­ 
tally overhauled and simplified. 
One suggestion is that all in­ 
come, from whatevery source, 
be treated exactly alike.

treating 
all income alike is another mat­ 
ter. There are certain 
highly 
important and essential enter­ 
prises which, because of pecul­ 
iarities which are an inescap­ 
able part of their operation, 
present a special case and must 
be treated accordingly so far 
as taxation is concerned. 
Take, as a prime example of 
this, timber. The industry now 
works on what is known as a 
sustained yield basis. 
Tree

out tree farming, it would not be

dimension. 
But tree farming has unique 
attributes. Depending on variety 
and location, it takes 20, 50, 
100 or even more years 
for

to grow to marketable 
size. 
During all this time, the 
tree farmer must keep the trees 
protected from such enemies as 
insects, fire and disease. 
He 
must build roads and employ 
labor. 
And he must pay taxes. 
But those taxes must be of such 
nature that the farmer can see 
the chance of a fair profit when 
he does market his timber. It's 
as simple as that. Our 
great 
timber products industry, which 
is a basic part of the American 
economy, is dependent 
on 
a 
reasonable and favorable 
tax 
climate.

Big Drive On To Unionize 
Nation's Police Forces 
Washington, D.C.: - A po­ 
lice commissioner's lot is not 
a happy one these days. 
To add to his problems in 
scores of cities, his department 
is being unionized. Everybody— 
but the nation's police chiefs — 
gasped the other day when some 
60 cops in Pontiac, Mich., call­ 
ed in sick after threatening to 
strike for more money. 
Many a commissioner merely 
sighed. It had to come. 
They know what very few 
others do — that there are at 
least 125 unionized police de­ 
partments across the nation. 
And the drive, mostly by the 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employ­ 
es (AFL-CIO), is just beginning. 
Everything is just beginning 
where Jerry Wurf, the union's 
comparatively 
new 
national 
president, is involved. Young, 
tousle-haired and daring, Wurf 
is a sort of oratorical short 
order cook. He pushes himself 
like an ascending Saturn rock­ 
et still loaded with three stages. 
He is organizing everything in 
sight 
he 
believes is legiti­ 
mately in his union's jurisdic­ 
tion. And this includes the po­ 
lice. 
At the moment, he claims 
some 10,000 uniformed men. 
Some of these, says he, are in 
cities such as Detroit, Port­ 
land (Ore.), Duluth and in small­ 
er communities from Maine 
to Oregon. For some reason he 
seems to be doing best with the 
constabulary 
in 
Connecticut, 
where his aides set up the Con­ 
necticut Council of Police Un­ 
ions 15. 
W urfs men are doing pretty 
well in Michigan, too, but there 
is no evidence that he was be­ 
hind the Pontiac cessation. He's 
against strikes, strike threats 
or sit-ins. Some of his people 
say that the Pontiac crisis real­ 
ly goes back to the “ early 
days” in Michigan. 
There, in 1944, the Teamsters 
moved into Lansing with Local 
580 and tried to unionize the 
gendarmerie. They faded. But 
their national union, which has

Just what does recognition 
of a police union mean? Jerry 
Wurf, whose International Ex­ 
ecutive board has just adjourn­ 
ed a leadership conference, 
says first they, the cops, must 
know they cannot strike. 
“ We have placed in the chart­ 
er of every local police union,” 
said Jerry, “the words: 'This 
charter is issued with the un­ 
derstanding by the party hereto 
that it will be revoked immedi­ 
ately if the members of the lo­ 
cal who are employed as law 
enforcement, police, or penal 
officers call or participate in 
a strike or refuse in concert 
to perform their duties.' ” 


Then, why a police “union” ? 
This is most clearly seen in 
the first pacts, recently signed 
by 
police 
unions 
in four 
Connecticut towns. 
All the 
agreements provide for volun­ 
tary checkoff, a multistep griev­ 
ance procedure ending in bind­ 
ing arbitration; allowance for 
uniforms which range from $100 
to $150 yearly, seniority rights 
and time for union officials 
(still on the force) to tend to 
union business. 
There is another startling 
new police contract - in Water, 
ville, Me. It calls for a union 
shop in the police department 
there. 
This means that once on the 
job, the cop must join the union. 
It may get so the police com­ 
missioners 
will organize a 
union of their own. 


ONLY THE HAIRCUTS 
BANGKOK, Thailand - The Air 
France jet climbs away from 
Saigon, bumps for a minute

But the Negro who feel she has 
competence can gain a position 
of dignity and authority quicker 
in the service than anywhere 
else.

Tho in a helicopter piloted by 
a very brown Captain Brown. 
He is neither servile nor cocky. 
He is only good. 
He drops 
the helicopter in a tiny parking 
place and turns around with 
mock seriousness to count his 
passengers. 
No Negro is promoted in the 
service just because his great 
grandfather 
chopped 
cotton 
without pay. 
There is none of 
the reverse discrimination now 
being demanded by the Harlem 
radicals. 
But the old ghetto 
of cooks, bakers, labor troops 
and room boys has long since 
been dismantled. 
The record 
of the new Negro commissioned 
officers and noncoms is, per­ 
haps, the proudest chapter in 
American Negro history. And 
many a behavior problem that 
has caused dozens of stateside 
social workers to despair has 
been cured in two minutes when 
a Negro first sergeant levels 
his gaze and says, “ Shape up! 
You’re hurting our image.” 
It's a dirty war, a nervous 
war, and one unlike any we have 
fought before. 
It's as though 
there had been Yankees lurking 
along every patch in Georgia 
or Confederates concealed in 
every barn in Ohio. The casual­ 
ties have, so far, been light, 
but you never know when you 
will be hit. 
The bar stool in 
Saigon may be as deadly as 
the next turn of the 
jungle 
trail. 
But these kids go forth, even 
eagerly, on ambushes that re­ 
quire 
absolute 
motionless 
silence for hours on end. 
In 
the past year while Marines on 
the Third 
Amphibious Force 
have battled the Cong through 
mazes of bunkers and caves, 
they have also found time to 
give 775,000 free medical treat­ 
ments, 
build or 
rebuild 39 
schools, and hand out 200,000 
pounds of clothes and 
28,000 
school kits. Swords have been 
beaten into plowshares before, 
but this is the first army that 
plowed while it fought. 
Sergeant Major Frederick W. 
Tracey of the Second Brigade, 
Fourth Infantry Division, 
is 
something of a legend. He has 
been known to commit 
em­ 
barrassing mistakes, like yel­

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
POLITICS AND THE POLICE 
Voters in New York City on Tuesday (Nov. 8) 
decide the fate of Mayor John V. Lindsay’s 
new’ Civilian Complaint Review Board. 
NEXT TUESDAY’S REFERENDUM on the Ci­ 
vilian Complaint Review Board in New York 
will be watched in other cities across the 
nation where the relationship between 
the 
police and civilians is an issue. Unfortunately, 
politics are overwhelming the facts. 
The idea of a civilian review board was con­ 
ceived in politics. 
Every American city pro­ 
vides some mechanism for hearing complaints 
against police officers, but in nearly all cities 
the primary agency for review is within the 
police department. 
New York had such a 
Civilian Complaint Review Board for the past 
decade. 
Civil rights leaders contend that police boards 
tend to be partial to policemen. 
In response 
to pressure from civil rights groups, Phila­ 
delphia created a Police Advisory Board, with 
civilian representation, eight years ago. Since 
that time, several other cities — Indianapolis, 
Los Angeles, Rochester, Trenton —have estab­ 
lished biracial citizens’ boards. 
Creation of a board representing civilians be­ 
came an issue in New York after the 1964 
riots in Harlem and Brooklyn. 
John V. Lind­ 
say pledged in his successful campaign for 
mayor last year that he would establish one. 
THE NEW BIRACIAL BOARD in New York, 
created rather gingerly by Lindsay last May 
2, has four civilian and three police members, 
as against the old three-police board. 
It 
drew the immediate criticism of the Patrol­ 
men’s Benevolent Association and 
con­ 
servative organizations. 
Both the PBA and the Conservative Party 
succeeded in getting anti-board questions on 
the November ballot. 
(An attempt by the Con­ 
servatives to withdraw’ theirs was defeated 
in court.) The questions are too long and com­ 
plicated to capsule here. 
Both are so worded 
that a supporter of the civilian (not the police) 
board must vote “ No” and an opponent “ Y es.” 
New' York newspapers have explained this con­ 
tradiction painfully and at length. 
THE BOARD was spawned by the cry, “police 
brutality,” and the campaign for and against 
the board since has waxed equally as emo­ 
tional. 
Both supporters and foes of the civilian 
board 
have 
hired high-powered advertising 
agencies. 
Both are spending huge sums 
of 
money — estim ates run from $500,000 to $1- 
1/2 million. 
The Independent Citizens Committee Against 
Civilian Review Boards warns in its ads: “ If 
Mayor Lindsay’s Civilian Review Board deters 
one officer from the performance of his duty.. 
it could mean your life.” Safety in the streets 
is the real issue in the campaign, says ICC- 
ACR. 
Federal 
Associations for Impartial Review 
(FAIR) counters by linking opponents of the 
civilian board with the John Birch Society, 
the National 
Renaissance Party, George Lin­ 
coln Rockwell and the American Nazi Party. 
FAIR of late has been concentrating on what 
it calls the “ sleeper clause” in the PBA pro­ 
posal which it alleges whould deny any sort of 
investigation of the police — even by the Mayor 
—except by the police them selves. 
In practice, of 113 complaints received so far 
by the new board, only three were referred to 
the Police Commissioner after what the N.Y. 
l imes describes as diligent investigation. The 
Commissioner can ignore these recommenda­ 
tions or order 
departmental trials, which are 
conducted by policemen. 
Then he can approve 
or disapprove the results of the trials. Neither 
the current record nor the Com missioner’s 
options seem to justify 
so 
much emotion.

WASHINGTON - This column 
has just learned that 
a my­ 
sterious fire in the 1940's de­ 
stroyed army papers that might 
have em barrassed Ronald Rea­ 
gan, then adjutant of an army 
motion picture unit, now 
Re­ 
publican candidate for governor 
of California. 
As adjutant, Reagan directed 
the day-to-day operations of 
the first motion picture 
unit 
which 
produced 
military 
training and propaganda films 
during World War II at the for­ 
m er Hal Roach Studios in Cul­ 
ver City, Calif. 
The unit came under the com­ 
mand of Maj. Gen. Lucas V. 
Beau, now retired, who sent 
an inspection team to look it 
over. 
The team was headed 
by Col. G. M, Spurlock, also 
retired, who is now in 
the 
investment business in River­ 
side, Calif. 
Spurlock acknowledged to this 
column that he had found the 
unit “ in one hell of a m ess" 
and had submitted a report to 
Gen. Beau. 
Records had been 
falsified; production costs were 
exorbitant; government film had 
been sold to the movie studios; 
bootleg meat was sold in 
an 
"unauthorized com m issary." 
“ Reagan had nothing to do 
with 
the 
illegal activities," 
said Spurlock, “ but he should 
have known what was 
going 
on ." 
Gen. Beau, contacted by this 
column, 
recalled 
receiving 
Spurlock’s report. 
“ Our Inspector General found 
some discrepancies," he said. 
"T he Pentagon completed the 
investigation. 
Two 
officers 
were sent to Leavenworth." 
Other officers with knowledge 
of the case, who asked to re ­ 
main anonymous, claimed the 
general had reprimanded Rea­ 
gan. 
They also said the movie 
actor had refused to testify, 
taking 
the 
fifth amendment, 
during the prelim inary hearing. 
" I don't rem em ber the rep ri­ 
mand," said Beau, “ though it 
is possible." 
Phillip Battaglia, state chair­ 


man of the Ronald Reagan for 
governor committee, has denied 
that his candidate was impli­ 
cated in the m ess. 
"T he records prove," 
said 
Battaglia, "that Reagan testi­ 
fied fully as to all the know­ 
ledge he had of the m atter which 
involved an appointee on 
the 
base." 
However, 
Pentagon officers 
have made a careful search of 
the records, which curiously 
don't contain a single reference 
to the Incident. The historical 
records of the first motion 
picture 
unit show only 
that 
Ronald Reagan (Serial 
No. 1- 
357403) was called to 
active 
duty as a 2nd Lieutenant 
on 
April 19, 1942. 
He 
replaced 
Calx. Everett W. Cole as the 
unit’s adjutant. 
The only reference to possible 
mismanagement was a 
single 
statement from the unit; “ We 
regret to advise that our costs 
have shown a sharp increase." 
This column has 
learned, 
however, that some records 
were destroyed in an

"T he files were burned," Gen. 
Beau acknowledged. 
“ A my­ 
sterious fire took place,

It is often argued that our in­ 
come tax laws should be to­ 
tally overhauled and simplified.

But tree farming has unique 
attributes.

size. 
During all this time, the 
tree farm er must keep the trees 
protected from such enemies as 
insects, fire and disease. 
He 
must build roads and employ 
labor. 
And he must pay taxes. 
But those taxes must be of such 
nature that the farm er can see 
the chance of a fair profit when 
he does m arket his tim ber. It’s 
as simple as that. Our

Everybody— 
but the nation’s police chiefs — 
gasped the other day when some 
60 cops in Pontiac, Mich., call­ 
ed in sick after threatening to 
strike for more money. 
Many a com m issioner merely 
sighed. It had to come. 
They know what very few 
others do ... that there are at 
least 125 unionized police de­ 
partm ents across the nation. 
And the drive, mostly by the 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employ­ 
es (A FL-CIO), is just beginning. 
Everything is just beginning 
where Jerry Wurf, the union’s 
comparatively 
new 
national 
president, is involved. Young, 
tousle-haired and daring, Wurf 
is a sort of oratorical short 
order cook. He pushes himself 
like an ascending Saturn rock­ 
et still loaded with three stages. 
He is organizing everything in 
sight 
he 
believes 
is legiti­ 
mately in his union’s jurisdic­ 
tion. 
And this includes the po­ 
lice. 
At 
the moment, he claim s 
some 10,000 uniformed men. 
Some of these, says he, are in 
cities such as Detroit, Port­ 
land (Ore.), Duluth and in sm all­ 
er communities from Maine 
to Oregon. For some reason he 
seem s to be doing best with the 
constabulary 
in 
Connecticut, 
where his aides set up the Con­ 
necticut Councll of Police Un­ 
ions 15. 
Wurf*s men are doing pretty 
well in Michigan, too, lait there 
is no evidence that he was be­ 
hind the Pontiac cessation.

“ We have placed in the chart­ 
er of every local police union,’’ 
said Je rry , "the words: ’This 
d a r te r is issued with the un­ 
derstanding by the party hereto 
that it will be revoked immedi­ 
ately if the members of the lo­ 
cal who are employed as law 
enforcement, police, or penal 
officers call or participate in 
a strike or refuse in concert 
to perform their duties.’ ” 


Then, why a police "union” ? 
This is most clearly seen in 
the first pacts, recently signed 
by 
police 
unions 
in 
four 
Connecticut towns. 
All the 
agreements provide for volun. 
tary checkoff, a m ultistepgriev­ 
ance procedure ending in bind­ 
ing arbitration; allowance for 
uniforms which range from $100 
to $150 yearly, seniority rights 
and time for union officials 
(still on the force) to tend to 
union business. 
There is another startling 
new police contract — in Water­ 
ville, Me. 
It calls for a union 
shop in the police department 
there. 
This means that once on the 
job, the cop must join the union. 
It may get so the police com­ 
m issioners 
will organize 
a 
union of their own.

Last of four articles 
What are the chances medical 
science will develop a cure or pre­ 
ventive for arthritis? As we 
learn more about the disease 
there is growing optimism. 
Even though the cause of rheu­ 
matoid arthritis is not known, 
isn’t it possible a cure or pre­ 
ventive might be found before 
the cause is proved? Yes. The 
smallpox vaccine was developed 
long before scientists had a clear 
understanding of what caused 
smallpox. But the chances are 
that a cure or preventive for ar­ 
thritis will be developed only 
after researchers learn what 
causes the disease and how it de­ 
velops. 
A vast amount of research is 
going on in this direction, sup­ 
ported in great part by The Ar­ 
thritis Foundation. 
Recently Surgeon General 
William H. Stewart called for 
“a major effort to combat the 
crippling and disability caused 
by arthritis.” In government, 
university and research cen­ 
ters, our total knowledge and 
understanding of arthritis is 
increasing at a rapid rate. 
New orthopedic operations on 
joints can help prevent some 
deformities; paraffin wax is 
now used for heat application; 
special braces may be used in 
some cases to prevent joint 
damage. 
And as valuable as pure as­ 
pirin is in the treatment of ar­ 
thritis — it’s still prescribed by 
almost all physicians — the search 
for more specific agents goes on. 
Scientists are seeking a “total 
answer” to the arthritis prob­ 
lem — both a preventive and a 
cure.

What are the chances medical 
science will develop a cure or pre­ 
ventive for arthritis? As we 
learn more about the disease 
there is growing optimism. 
Even though the cause of rheu­ 
matoid arthritis is not known, 
isn’t it possible a cure or pre­ 
ventive might be found before 
the cause is proved? Yes. The 
smallpox vaccine was developed 
long before scientists had a clear 
understanding of what caused 
smallpox. But the chances are 
that a cure or preventive for ar­ 
thritis will be developed only 
after 
researchers learn 
what 
causes the disease and how it de­ 
velops. 
A vast amount of research is 
going on in this direction, sup­ 
ported in great part by The Ar­ 
thritis Foundation. 
Recently Surgeon General 
William H. Stewart called for 
“a major effort to combat the 
crippling and disability caused 
by arthritis.” In government, 
university and research cen­ 
ters, our total knowledge and 
understanding of arthritis is 
increasing at a rapid rate. 
New orthopedic operations on 
joints can help prevent some 
deformities: paraffin wax is 
now used for heat application; 
special braces may be used in 
some cases to prevent joint 
damage. 
And as valuable as pure as­ 
pirin is in the treatment of ar­ 
thritis — it’s still prescribed by 
almost all physicians - the search 
for more specific agents goes on. 
Scientists are seeking a “total 
answer” to the arthritis prob­ 
lem — both a preventive and a 
cure.
